3:30—CASE No. 


This patient, Caucasian housewife, was re- 
ferred the Los Angeles County General Hospital Com- 
municable Disease Unit June possible bulbar 
poliomyelitis. Seven days previously she had noted moderate 
weakness the leg muscles which had gradually increased, 
and three days later the arms became weak. The weakness 
increased until the day before entry when she was unable 
get out bed and the sensation “not getting enough 
air” was noted. physician was then called who recom- 
mended hospitalization immediately. 

There had been fever, headache, pain. She was 
mildly nauseated the hours prior admission and 
had eaten little, but there was vomiting diarrhea. She 
had taken medication any sort. 

She had had serious illnesses the past and had 
never experienced episode like the present one. For about 
months, however, she had noticed occasional weakness 
the legs when climbing stairs stepping street 
curbing. 

The family history was noncontributory. 

Her weight had been stable approximately 140 pounds 
for several years. Menstrual periods were still regular 
though scanty. There were complaints elicited relative 
any organ system. 

the time admission the hospital she was unable 
move any part her body except her head, which she 
could raise with difficulty. She was calm and did not seem 
hysterical. The limbs were flaccid and the deep tendon 
reflexes were diminished. Sensation seemed intact, however. 
She could move her eyes, swallow, and talk normally, but 
respirations were shallow and the vital capacity was only 
700 Her temperature was 98°F., blood pressure 130/75, 
and pulse rate per minute. She was approximately 
inches tall and was mildly obese. abnormalities were 
noted physical examination except those listed above. 


ADMISSION LABORATORY WORK 


Blood: Hemoglobin gm. per 100 cc. White blood cells 
16,000 per cubic millimeter with per cent polymorpho- 
nuclears. Urinalysis: Specific gravity 1.014, 2.0, albumin 
negative, sugar negative, acetone negative, microscopic nega- 
tive. Spinal puncture pressure 130 mm., dynamics normal. 
The fluid was clear with negative Pandy test and cells 
microscopic examination. 

Course: One and one-half milligrams prostigmine hypo- 
dermically had effect upon the muscle weakness. Four 
hours after entry there was improvement and respirations 
were more rapid and shallow. Chemical tests could not 
obtained immediately, blood sample was withdrawn 
and centrifuged and oral potassium chloride therapy begun 
gm. every hours). Improvement was rapid and 
morning (after gm. potassium chloride) the patient felt 
normal every respect. Deep reflexes were active and the 
vital capacity had increased 3,500 cc. Serum chemical 
values were nonprotein nitrogen mg. per 100 cc.; sodium 
149, potassium 2.6, magnesium and bicarbonate mEq. 
per liter; and sugar 117 mg. per 100 cc. The serum that was 
obtained before treatment had been instituted contained 1.4 
mEq. per liter potassium, Forty hours after entry the 
serum potassium level was 3.8 mEq. per liter. During this 
period she received 296 mEq. potassium orally (as potas- 
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sium chloride) addition small amount food, and 
the urine contained total mEq. potassium. 


FURTHER STUDIES 


number tests were performed during the subsequent 
two weeks hospitalization effort establish 
diagnosis. 

crude potassium balance study was performed 
giving constant weighed diet calculated (standard food 
tables) contain mEq. potassium daily. During the five 
days consumption this diet, 24-hour urine volume 
ranged from 1,400 2,000 cc. with potassium content 
from daily. Total negative potassium balance 
for the five days was mEq. Serum potassium fell from 
4.0 3.25 per liter, 

Two attempts were made precipitate paralysis. (a) 
300 gm. glucose was given orally. Serum potassium before 
glucose was 4.5 mEq. per liter. Two and one-half hours 
later was 4.2 mEq. per liter and there was muscle 
weakness. (b) 200 gm. glucose was given orally and 
minims adrenalin injected hypodermically without any 
change muscle strength. 

Renal function tests: Repeated urinalyses—negative for 
sugar, albumin, and microscopic examination. Concen- 
tration test (18 gravity 1.020, Intravenous 
bilateral excretion contrast medium 
with normal pyeloureteral silhouettes.” Phenolsulfonphtha- 
lein—appearance time minutes. one hour per cent 
the dye was excreted. Inulin clearance—70 cc. per 
minute. 

Serum potassium varied between 4.2 and 3.2 mEq. per 
liter the numerous occasions was tested. Other bio- 
chemical measurements June were: Sodium 144, 
bicarbonate 19, calcium 5.2, and phosphate 2.5 mEq. per 
liter; nonprotein nitrogen mg. per 100 cc., and protein 
bound iodine 3.1 micrograms per 100 

X-rays the spine and skull were interpreted 
normal. 

June the patient was discharged without any 
diagnosis having been established. She was advised take 
supplementary potassium orally. During the subsequent 
months she had further attacks muscle weakness. 


4:15—CASE No. 


The patient, 44-year-old colored laborer, was admitted 
the hospital June 20, 1955, because severe and per- 
sistent nose bleeds for several days. For three days had 
felt feverish and “sick all over.” Also had noticed that 
his urine had been darker than usual. There had been 
abdominal pain, nausea, vomiting, cough. 

The story the present illness was not considered ade- 
quate because the patient was confused and incoherent 
admission. 

had had two previous admissions 1951 and 1953 
because swollen painful knee and ankle joints with fever, 
occurring episodes and originating 1949 the right 
big toe. The serum uric acid was elevated several occa- 
sions (6.3, 9.2, and mg. per 100 cc.). was considered 
have gout but was given specific treatment for 
because the symptoms and signs subsided quickly bed 
rest and salicylates. these admissions small cm. 
hazy density the left second interspace was seen repeat- 


edly chest films. did not change appearance between 
1951 and 1953. Tuberculin tests and sputum cultures for 
acid fast bacilli were negative, but the coccidioidin skin 
test was 2-plus. had previously worked the cotton 
fields near Bakersfield, California. His serologic tests for 
syphilis were positive 1945 and again 1951. was 
given 1.2 million units penicillin daily for seven days, 
and thereafter his serologic test for syphilis became negative 
and remained through his final admission. 

Throughout the years had been heavy drinker, 
having times consumed upward pint whisky 
vodka daily. 

was followed irregularly the outpatient department 
because his joint symptoms. They appeared respond 
well colchicine. Another tuberculin skin test March 
1954 was again negative and the coccidioidin test 2-plus. 

The physical examination disclosed poorly nourished 
negro male who appeared debilitated and confused but not 
acutely ill. Blood pressure 110/80, temperature 101, pulse 
120 and respiration 22. There was scleral icterus. The 
pupils responded normally. Examination the optic fundi 
was inadequate because poor cooperation. There was 
lymphnode enlargement and the neck was supple. The lungs 
were clear and the heart appeared normal except for tachy- 
cardia. The abdomen was mildly distended but shifting 
dullness could not demonstrated. The liver was down four 
fingers below the right costal margin. was somewhat 
The spleen could not palpated. There was diffuse 
abdominal tenderness but rigidity rebound tenderness. 
The rectal examination was normal. There was edema 
and the neurological examination was normal except for 
tremulousness the extremities. 

The initial blood studies revealed moderate anemia 
with hemoglobin grams and white blood count 
5,000 with preponderance polymorphonuclears. The 
urine contained white blood cells per high power 
field but sugar protein. The stool was negative for 
occult blood. 

The initial chest film was considered within normal 
limits except for the small density the left second inter- 
space which had not changed appreciably. The diaphragms 
were thought bit high. fluoroscopy, however, they 
moved adequately with respiration. 


The patient was considered have impending hepatic 
coma and urinary tract infection, and was started 
intravenous fluids, vitamin and gantrisin. The pus cells 
the urine cleared and the patient’s general state im- 
proved bit but the fever continued, fluctuating between 
101°F. and 103°F. every day. Tetracycline was added after 
four days, but the fever continued. Penicillin was then 
added without effect, and subsequently streptomycin was 
given addition for five days, also without effect. 
July all antibiotics were discontinued and chloroquine was 
administered for nine days, but the fever continued un- 
abated. Throughout the rest July and August the fever 
continued, frequently spiking Numerous physical 
examinations, laboratory, and x-ray studies failed provide 
clue. (The tests are summarized below.) Atrophy the 
muscles the legs occurred and patellar and ankle jerks 
could not elicited. The biceps and triceps reflexes were 
hypoactive. Vibratory sense was likewise absent the legs 
below the knees, but pain and touch were intact. devel- 
oped severe pain motion the left hip. X-rays the joint 
were normal. Uric acid was 7.9 mg. The white blood count 
ranged from 8,000 9,500, occasionally rising 13,000, 
with polymorphonuclears constituting about per cent. 
abnormal white cells were seen. The hemoglobin remained 
throughout between 9.6 and 10.5 grams. There was sick- 
ling the red cells. 

liver biopsy was interpreted representing portal 
cirrhosis with mild degree fatty metamorphosis. Numer- 
ous blood cultures were negative. The complement fixation 
test for coccidioidomycosis was negative. Urine and sputum 
cultures for acid fast bacilli were likewise negative. Re- 
peated electrocardiograms showed only sinus tachycardia, 
left axis deviation, and T-wave lowering. chest film 
August showed patchy infiltration throughout the right 
mid and lower lung field which had not been present before. 
spinal puncture produced bloody fluid which contained 
visible white cells and protein content mg. per 
100 cc. Culture was negative. Large numbers pus cells 
reappeared the urine from time time and proteus, 
coli, and Staph. albus were cultured. developed decubitus 
ulcers over the malleoli and deteriorated steadily. even- 
tually became more confused, stuporous, and August 22, 
1955, two months after admission, died.

FUND, Inc. 


the House Delegates: 


Physicians’ Benevolence Fund, Inc., California non- 
profit corporation organized 1955 under terms the 
C.M.A. Constitution and By-Laws. Its purpose collect 
and disburse funds for the assistance needy physicians 
and/or their dependents. The corporation was formed 
take over the functions the former Benevolence Fund 
the C.M.A., which was established about years ago 
meet this worthy purpose. 

While the corporation was formed 1955 under terms 
resolution introduced the House Delegates, came 
into actual being only 1956, when the House approved 
the constitutional amendment offered year earlier. 

Under the By-Laws the corporation, the members 
the Executive Committee the C.M.A. act the board 
directors. However, for operating purposes, the members 
the former Benevolence Committee have been renamed 
members the Operating Committee and have functioned 
that office throughout the year. The actual transfer 
funds and other assets was accomplished the fall 1956. 
The Operating Committee consists Doctors Axcel An- 
derson Fresno, chairman, and Doctors Elizabeth Mason- 
Hohl and Ford Cady Los Angeles, all whom are 
commended their prompt and sound judgment 
considering needy cases. 

1956, 1955, the principal beneficiary the Benev- 
olence Fund was the Los Angeles County Physicians’ Aid 


Association, which maintains home for the needy and han- 
dles large number cases, many which come Los 
Angeles from other areas. addition, the fund has handled 
benevolences for several additional physicians and for one 
widow left need the untimely death her husband. 
Some these cases have been temporary nature while 
others may command the committee’s attention for longer 
periods. fortunate that there are few cases need 
have come the committee’s attention. All cases are 
promptly investigated and the decisions the committee 
promptly translated into cash disbursements under proper 
auspices. 

Financially, the fund started 1956 with $77,840.63 as- 
sets, all represented cash Government securities. In- 
come for the year totaled $19,746.65, which $14,058.75 
came from the contribution the C.M.A. from members’ 
dues, $1,609.40 from interest securities, $4,068.50 from 
the Woman’s Auxiliary and $10 contributed the memory 
two deceased physicians. 

Disbursements totaled $8,910, including $6,000 contributed 
the Los Angeles County Physicians’ Aid Association and 
$2,910 benevolences individuals. The resulting balance 
the end 1956 was $88,677.28, represented cash, se- 
curities and amounts due from the C.M.A.

Administrative. The headquarters office 450 Sutter 
Street, San Francisco, remains the same size year ago, 
although efforts are being made secure adjacent space for 
enlargement. Doctor Walter Batchelder, medical director 
the Cancer Commission, and his secretary are prepared 
move into the headquarters office soon space avail- 
able; pending such availability, they are being housed 
temporary quarters another floor the same building. 

The office staff San Francisco consists five men and 
twelve women employees, the latter representing increase 
one employee since last year. the Los Angeles office, 
417 South Hill Street, Mr. Clancy, director public 
relations, and Mrs. Margaret Griffith, director postgradu- 
ate activities, make their office with one secretary. The Asso- 
ciation’s staff minimal compared with many other or- 
ganizations lesser membership and fewer activities but 
the staff date has been able handle all assignments 
with minimum outside assistance. should borne 
mind, however, that the C.M.A. grows size and the 
scope its activities, additional personnel will undoubtedly 
required. Such additional staff can generally forecast 
the preparation the annual budget and the needed per- 
sonnel provided for the start the new fiscal year. 

Mechanically, the office good condition and all equip- 
ment modern and good repair. The usual policy mak- 
ing replacements such items typewriters has been fol- 
lowed during the past year and all such equipment prop- 
erly serviced and maintained. larger items, such the 
Mimeograph and Addressograph machines, the useful life 
the equipment considerably longer and replacements 
are not needed such frequent intervals. Adequate main- 


_tenance also provided for this type equipment. 


During the past year new accounting and bookkeeping 
system was installed the certified public accountants who 
the annual audit. The new setup makes possible much 
more detailed breakdown expenses, such meetings, 
travel, salaries, rents, etc., which some committee chairmen 
have been anxious review. now possible compile 
any sort details requested officers committee mem- 
bers with minimum delay.

Co., certified public accountants, and their findings are pub- 
lished this issue the journal under the report the 
Treasurer. 


Membership. During 1956 the Association’s member- 
ship continued rise new record November 
1956, the date used for calculating the representation 
the county societies the House Delegates, total active 
membership was 14,425, gain 785 members, per 
cent, over the preceding year. This membership will entitle 
the Association one more Delegate the A.M.A. House 
Delegates 1957. 


During 1956, total 1,222 new members were admitted. 
Death took 111 members during the year and another 
retired from active practice. membership loss 161 
recorded members who resigned move other loca- 
tions, and another 124 members did not pay their dues for 
1956. This last figure represents less than per cent the 
active membership and line with such losses for earlier 
years.

Financially, the latest audited report avail- 
able for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1956. This report 
printed under the report the Treasurer the full detail 
provided the accountants. this report, few highlights 
will mentioned. 

The Association ended the 1955-1956 fiscal year with 
balance $12,977 over expenses, compared with deficit 
$89,860 for the preceding fiscal period. This difference 
almost entirely accounted for the $100,000 contribution 
made the Association the American Medical Educa- 
tion Foundation the 1954-1955 year, item which had 
not been originally budgeted. 

the income side, dues collected during the year totaled 
$634,570, gain 33.9 per cent over dues $473,964 for 
the preceding year. The increased figure includes the 1956 
dues $50 member, compared with $40 1955, Discount- 
ing the additional $10 dues, income from this item showed 
increase 13.9 per cent from the previous year. Income 
from annual session exhibits was off slightly and income 
from postgraduate institutes and interest and miscellaneous 
sources was slightly higher. 

expenditures, administrative costs came $245,712 
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for the year, increase $4,477 1.9 per cent, over the 
preceding period. Expenditures for items classified the 
auditors scientific—educational—public relations, totaled 
$442,149, per cent from the $387,839 recorded the pre- 
ceding year. Included administrative expenses was 
item $9,607, new budget item representing the cost 
staging conferences physicians and schools, The item 
organization expense, covering mainly research work, de- 
creased from $61,036 $38,644 for the year. Most other ad- 
ministrative items remained about the same levels 
the preceding fiscal year. 

Under the scientific—educational—public relations cate- 
gory, increased expenditures were noted postgraduate ac- 
tivities, Cancer Commission, public relations and contribu- 
tions libraries; decreases were reported for legislative 
activities and for the general list other committees. 

For MEDICINE, total income amounted $206,- 
849, increase 11.1 per cent from the $186,161 reported 
for the preceding fiscal year. Advertising revenues gained 
12.6 per cent, from $141,552 $159,351, and other income 
went 4.2 per cent, from $44,609 $47,498. Expenses 
publication increased from $162,417 $181,991, jump 
per cent. This gain almost entirely accounted for 
increased circulation serve the augmented membership 
and higher printing costs occasioned increased wage 
rates required from the printer union the 
basis income records, which include mandatory from 
the dues each active member meet postal requirements, 
the Journal returned net surplus $24,959 for the 1955- 
1956 fiscal year, compared with net surplus $23,744 for 
the preceding year. 

the close calendar 1956, the Association held notes 
for more than $215,000, representing funds advanced four 
blood banks, New Mexico Physicians’ Service, Audio- 
Digest Foundation and several members who suffered 
from the disastrous floods year ago. The loan New 
Mexico Physicians’ Service, covering funds advanced month 
month from 1946 1948, has now been paid full, and 
the blood bank loans are being repaid monthly basis. 
Loans flood victims are already being repaid and will 
subject further repayments calendar quarterly basis 
from now until the end 1960. believed that all these 
loans will self-liquidating over period years. 


California Medicine. The financial results the Jour- 
nal are shown the section above. Editorially, CALIFORNIA 
MEDICINE continues occupy high spot among state medi- 
cal journals and bring excellent type material 
the members the Association. Your Executive Secretary 
serves business manager the journal, attends some 
the meetings the Advertising Committee and all times 
confers with the employees who are directly concerned with 
the publication. has also been the privilege the execu- 
tive secretary prepare some the editorials which have 
been published. 


Commissions and Committees. Much the detail work 
for the various commissions and committees flows through 
the central office the Association. The function the staff 
work with the commission and committee chairmen, 
facilitate their work and whatever properly dele- 
gated lay employees. This may involve the preparation 
reports, editing, assisting meetings, arranging for con- 
ferences meetings, channeling material into the proper 
hands and other functions. This work entails, course, the 
participation all office employees. Without attempting 
single out specific individuals, worthy note that Mr. 
Robert Thomas has continued his services executive sec- 
retary the Commission Medical Services and has aided 
the work the Conferences Physicians and Schools. 
Similarly, Mr. Glenn Gillette has worked closely with the 
Committee Rural and Community Health and has been 
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instrumental working out the programs for this body. All 
committee and commission chairmen are invited use the 
services the C.M.A. office the best possible advantage 
and large volume work ensues from this source. The 
office policy has consistently been that the office exists for 
the benefit the members who hold official posts and whose 
personal time should not subjected infringements. 


Public Relations. Your executive secretary keeps 
constant touch with Messrs. Clancy and Glenn Gillette 
the relations staff and reviews the work this 
department. noteworthy that the public relations ac- 
tivities the C.M.A. continue draw the praise na- 
tional authorities this field. Many the programs car- 
ried California are emulated other areas and the 
C.M.A. gives full cooperation such cases the theory 
that good public relations for the medical profession one 
area may well shared with other sections the state 
the country. this connection noteworthy that the pro- 
gram developed statewide organization must 
nature apply all sections the state. From time 
time county medical society may develop idea which 
particularly adaptable its own area but which may not 
fit into statewide pattern. The C.M.A. policy such cases 
has consistently been that local ideas are local responsibili- 
ties and that the funds available for statewide program 
should devoted programs which are considered 
statewide usefulness and are offered the county soci- 
eties for their use desired. 


Annual Session. Arrangements are now under way for 
the 1957 Annual Session, which will again held the 
Ambassador Hotel Los Angeles. This site offers the best 
available quarters handle the entire C.M.A. session, in- 
cluding activities the Woman’s Auxiliary and other asso- 
ciated groups. The C.M.A. Council last year voted hold 
two successive annual sessions the Los Angeles area and 
the third San Francisco. This timetable has been some- 
what upset the scheduling the A.M.A. 1958 meeting 
San Francisco, which would adversely affect C.M.A. 
meeting there month earlier. Accordingly, arrangements 
have been made hold the 1958 meeting Los Angeles 
and the 1959 session San Francisco. believed that 
the 1957 meeting scheduled meet the desires the 
bulk the membership who attend these meetings. 


Medicare. December 1956, the “Medicare” pro- 
gram for the medical, surgical and hospital care depend- 
ents military personnel went into effect. worth noting 
that California was one the key states the discussions 
this program with the military authorities Washington 
and that the Relative Value studies the C.M.A. completed 
earlier the year committee headed Doctor Francis 
Cox, were used the basis for establishing schedules 
allowable fees under this program. California the plan 
will come under the fiscal administration California Phy- 
sicians’ Service, which has for more than ten years handled 
the administration the program for “home-town” care 
veterans with service-connected disabilities. The Commission 
Medical Services and its Committee Fees deserve com- 
mendation for the excellent pattern they have established 
for the entire country this new plan. 


Conclusion. The writer wishes extend his personal 
thanks the officers, councilors, committee and commission 
members and others who have contributed generously 
the work the Association. has long been accepted 
fact medical organizations that small percentage the 
entire membership represents the “work horses” who get 
things done. This certainly true the C.M.A. and the 
members who add their personal time and talents the 
workings the Association are due the thanks all their 
colleagues. 
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Many thanks are also due the entire staff the Associa- 
tion for their continued devotion the affairs the C.M.A. 
and their constant willingness get job done regardless 
personal inconvenience. Without such staff the Associa- 
tion would not able carry its many-faceted opera- 
tions effectively.

REPORT LEGAL DEPARTMENT 
the President and the House Delegates: 


The Legal Department submits the following report cover- 
ing the interval between the 1956 annual session and the 
time the submission this report January, 1957. 


During the past year have attended all meetings the 
House Delegates, the Council, and the Executive Com- 
mittee, well meetings various commissions, standing 
committees, and special committees the Association; and 
have also prepared and submitted opinions variety 
subjects, requested the Association its officers its 
component societies. 


Medical Ethics: 


the past year there has been very important court 
decision the question the right the county medical 
society enforce the principles medical ethics ex- 
pulsion. The case Bernstein vs. Alameda-Contra Costa 
Medical Association, 139 Cal. App. (2d) 241. 


this case the county society’s council had found, after 
hearing, that Dr. Bernstein had been guilty five separate 
violations medical ethics. appeal the Council the 
was found not guilty one the violations 
but guilty the other four. After his expulsion had been 
upheld the Judicial Council the A.M.A., Dr. Bernstein 
commenced suit, claiming that the court should restore him 
membership. 

The trial court found that the county society’s findings 
three the violations were supported substantial 


evidence, and held that the doctor was not entitled 


any legal relief. Dr. Bernstein appealed the District Court 
Appeal, which held follows: 


(a) One the charges against Dr. Bernstein involved 
written report made him the Industrial Accident 
Commission which criticized another physician. 
this charge the court held that medical reports the 
Industrial Accident Commission are the equivalent testi- 
mony judicial proceeding and that therefore such 
reports are privileged and may not the basis for any 
punitive action; 

(b) That the other two violations were supported 
substantial evidence, and therefore were not ground for legal 
intervention; 


(c) That case involving expulsion member from 
county medical society, the only function which the courts 
may perform determine whether the county medical 
society acted within its powers, good faith, and 
accordance with its laws and the law the land; and 

(d) view the fact that Dr. Bernstein’s original 
expulsion was based five violations, whereas after the 
various appeals only two violations remained effect, the 
court could not tell what the decision the council the 
county society would have been had found two viola- 
tions lieu five, and therefore the case was returned 
the county society for the sole purpose determining 
the penalty imposed the light the fact that the 
two violations exist. 


The case long-range significance that the District 
Court Appeal rejected Dr. Bernstein’s contention that 
medical ethics must narrowly construed. Instead, the 
court upheld the position the county medical society that 
principles medical ethics are guiding principles 
applied equitable and just manner but not with the 
precise technicalities that are applicable criminal pro- 
ceedings. 

The case also importance that establishes for 
the first time the privilege confidence and safety against 
retaliation for reports and testimony given proceedings 
before the Industrial Accident Commission. 


Professional Liability: 


the field professional tort liability, have attended 
all meetings the Medical Review and Advisory Board, 
have submitted number opinions it, have appeared 
before number county medical societies, and have 
consulted with great number interested related groups. 

The trend court decisions this field most alarming 
and poses problem major importance the medical 
profession. The degree which the courts have extended 
personal liability physicians for professional acts may 
best illustrated short quotation from recent case. 
The court said: injections the muscle the arm, 
well other portions the body, not cause trouble 
unless unskillfully done there something wrong with 
the serum.” 


need not point out the medical flaws the judge’s 
statement. However, dramatically illustrates the present 
attitude the courts toward medical responsibility for 
unexpected bad results. Judges have stated time and 
again, substance, that their personal belief that 
physicians will not testify against each other, even 
meritorious case. Without saying directly, apparent 
from court decisions that judges have undertaken 
remedy the situation which they believe exists modifying 
the rules law favor patients who sue and against 
physicians. Although physicians testify behalf 
malpractice cases, the widespread belief the 
contrary deeply imbedded the public mind. 


During the past year preliminary discussions have taken 
place between special committee the State Bar and 
the C.M.A.’s Medical Review and Advisory Board 
effort find fair answer this problem, the end that 
physicians will not penalized the law, the same 
time preserving the legal rights patient who has been 
injured through the wrongful act omission physician. 
the utmost importance the medical profession 
that some workable and equitable solution evolve from these 
discussions, and hoped that they will continue the 
coming year and will attain the objective sought. 


Cultists: 


group chiropractors who have adopted the term 
“naturopath” continue press for legislation licensing 
“Doctors Naturopathy.” During the year have attended 
public hearings before legislative committees investigating 
this subject, and have endeavored present the known 
facts with respect naturopathy. 

should reported that 1956 two states that previ- 
ously licensed naturopaths repealed the licensing statutes; 
these states being South Carolina and Georgia. 


California possesses, our opinion, inadequate laws 
controlling private schools that purport furnish medica! 
education without bothering comply with any the 
necessary standards. Under our laws, just about anyone can 
incorporate school and purport furnish 
education. Several years ago submitted legislative 
committee complete documented report so-called 
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school physical therapy, that actually provided com- 
pletely inadequate course instruction and maintained 
hardly the semblance minimum standards. Yet this school 
was legally permitted exist. 

Within the past month there has come our attention 
the activities Fremont College, which “affiliated with 
Sequoia University,” and which maintains “School 
Medicine.” The literature published Fremont College 
states that its school medicine furnishes “senior 
medical program,” and that the school has been graded 
“by the American Homeopathic Medical Association, Inter- 
collegiate Committee, Grade Medical School, which 
entitles its graduates apply the National Board 
Medical Examiners (Homeopathic) for final professional 
examinations.” 

order enroll the senior medical program student 
must have completed three years work “in basic medical 
and clinical sciences.” Just where, the literature saith not. 
The senior medical program consists course forty- 
eight weeks and the school’s literature states “successful 
completion this program leads the degree Doctor 
Medicine (M.D.).” 

Other literature Fremont College, addressed “Dear 
Doctor,” contains gems such these: “Do you remember 
the ultrasonic devices shoplifted from doctors’ offices? 
you remember the invasion offices, rifling files, seizing 
property, mayhem and abuse professional confidences 
Long Beach? you have difficulty with insurance claims 
because the policy will pay only ‘physicians and surgeons’?” 
obvious whom Fremont College directs its appeals. 

Its School Medicine not approved the Board 
Medical Examiners the Board Osteopathic Examiners. 
Its graduates will not qualify for examination for licensing 
California. Yet the school will turn out graduates who 
will call themselves Doctors Medicine and who will 
confuse the public. 

Some means must found distinguish between the 
excellent private schools that are doing worthwhile teach- 
ing job and the “phonies” that deceive both student and 
public alike. long such schools are permitted 
flourish cultists will with us. 


Blood Banks: 


During the past year have represented the Association 
connection with dispute that existed between Valley 
Blood Bank and Central California Blood Bank, both located 
Fresno. are pleased report that the dispute has 
been settled; that Valley Blood Bank has sold its good will 
and going business Central California Blood Bank; and 
that the present time Central California Blood Bank, 
nonprofit community bank, serving the blood needs 
the Fresno area. 


Numerous other legal matters involving the Association 
have arisen during the past year, ranging from proposed 
legislation the field cancer preparation opinions 
relating incorporation county medical societies. 


1956 for the first time its history the American 
Medical Association sponsored nationwide conference 
attorneys representing medical societies. The conference 
consumed two full days and was well attended medical 
society attorneys from all over the United States. our 
opinion was most useful and educational meeting, and 
hope that will continued. The proceedings the 
conference have been published the Law Department 
the A.M.A., and officers county societies may find desir- 


able obtain copy for reference when legal problems 


addition the writer this report, both Mr. George

REPORT THE COUNCIL 


the House Delegates: 


During 1956 the Council held seven meetings and reviewed 
the deliberations the Executive Committee seven meet- 
ings held that body during the year. 

The Executive Committee meets frequently resolve 
matters which would otherwise come before the Council and 
its decisions are subject review and approval the 
Council before becoming final. The meetings this com- 
mittee serve clear the Council agenda many items and 
expedite the Council meetings clarifying matters which 
otherwise would have discussed the larger body. 
The Executive Committee comprises the President, President- 
elect, Council Chairman, Speaker, and Chairman the 
Auditing Committee, with the Secretary and the Editor 
ex-officio members. 

Minutes the Executive Committee meetings are pub- 
lished part the Council minutes. 

During 1956 the Council considered number matters 
which came before from many sources. summary 
some the major items discussed the Council during the 
year given herewith: 

Loans Flood Victims. Early 1956 became ap- 
parent that members the Association several counties 
would need financial assistance provide rehabilitation 
from damages suffered their offices and homes the 
floods which occurred late 1955. aid providing 
this assistance, the Council authorized the establishment 
loan fund from which five-year loans would advanced 
members interest-free basis, Several members the 
flood-stricken areas applied for such loans and the Executive 
Committee, operating under authorization from the Council, 
approved loans totaling $63,500. gratifying note that 
the first repayments these loans have already been 
received. Additional payments will made quarterly until 
the loans have been fully repaid. 


Medical Care for Military Dependents. The Council 
followed with great deal interest the proposals 


Congress for provision uniform medical, surgical and 
hospital benefits the dependents military personnel. 
This program was approved Congress and signed the 
President June 1956, under the title Public Law 
No. 569, which popularly called “Medicare.” The relative 
value studies completed the Association early 1956 
were used the Department Defense drawing 
schedules allowances for professional fees nationwide. The 
program went into effect December 1956, and 
fornia expected have the largest volume care any 
state under this plan. The Association has advised all its 
members the terms and conditions the “Medicare” 
program and has noted good response from the profession 
carrying out. 

Relative Value Studies. February, 1956, the Council 
approved the Relative Value Studies which were carried 
the Committee Fees the Commission Medical 
Services. This study states medical fees terms their 
evaluation each other terms units rather than dollars. 
believed that this study will place all procedures 
their proper relationship all other procedures and will 
serve valuable adjunct establishing tables indem- 
nification medical and surgical fees. The Council wishes 
commend the Commission and its Committee this valu- 
able piece work, which has already (see above) found 
nationwide application. 


Blood Banking. The Council approved set princi- 
ples apply blood banks which was prepared the 
Committee Blood Banks. These principles included the 
nonprofit status blood banks and their operation under 
community auspices and representation. Acting under these 
principles, the Council later approved the purchase one 
blood bank which was operating proprietary basis, 
that blood its area now being supplied the same 
standards applied other areas California. 


Student American Medical Association. The Council 
approved sending two representatives each Student 
A.M.A. chapter California the national meetings 
that body, that continuity representation may 
This has met with most favorable response from 


students involved and has drawn national comment 


complimentary nature. 


Graduates Foreign Medical Schools. The Council 
has voted affirm the policies the State Board Medical 
Examiners regard graduates foreign medical schools 
who are not American citizens. Under present regulations 
such graduates are required pass the regular licensure 
examination California before being authorized serve 
two-year internship approved California hospital. 
the satisfactory completion such internship, the appli- 
cants may then apply for oral examination leading 
California license. Some hospitals have suggested modi- 
fications these requirements means securing 
additional foreign graduates hospital house officers. The 
Council believes that the policies the medical board are 
sound and that changes should not made which might 
lead what effect would form temporary licensure 
which would lead permanent licensure under conditions 
not keeping with existing standards. possible that 
legislation amend existing requirements will brought 
before the State Legislature its 1957 


Nurse Training. The Council and Executive Committee 
have also discussed proposals which would permit the Board 
Nurse Examiners decrease the present requirement 
months training qualify applicants for R.N. 
license. While some experimentation this direction has 
already taken place, with some evidence success, the 
Council feels that the sample date has been inadequate 


for sound evaluation shortened nurse training course 
and that further exploratory work should done before 
permanent changes are made. This item also may well come 
before the 1957 Legislature. 


Alcoholic Rehabilitation Commission. The Council has 
been pleased kept informed the proposed program 
the California State Alcoholic Rehabilitation Commission. 
This program calls for establishment local treatment 
clinics several cities and demonstration program for 
the care acute alcoholics general hospitals under con- 
ditions comparable those for general medical patients. 
The Council has assured the Alcoholic Rehabilitation Com- 
mission its cooperation and has assigned the task 
liaison the Committee Mental Health. 


Practice Medicine Medical School Faculty Mem- 
bers. Attention was drawn the 1956 House Delegates 
the apparent practice private medicine medical 
school faculty members who are presumably full-time em- 
ployees. This matter was referred the Council, which has 
appointed committee study the situation. The com- 
mittee has met and has held public hearings; antici- 
pated that report the committee will given the 
1957 House Delegates. 


10. Industrial Accident Commission Fee Schedule. The 
Council referred the Committee Fees the Commis- 
sion Medical Services the matter proposed upward 
revisions the fees allowed the Industrial Accident 
Commission the State California cases involving 
industrial injuries. This committee has prepared proposed 
revisions the existing schedule, which have been approved 
the Council and presented subcommittee the In- 
dustrial Accident Commission. hoped that new fee 
schedule, representing increases several basic fees, will 
put into effect before the close 1957. 

this connection the Council would call the attention 
the House Delegates the fact that changes this fee 
schedule are extremely difficult obtain. The original 
schedule fees, adopted 1914, was amended somewhat 
1921 and then permitted lie dormant until 1941. 
Efforts the Association the latter year secure 
further upward revisions required until 1946 accomplish. 
Additional revisions were made 1950 and again 1954 
but even then some the basic fees remained underpriced. 
The Committee Fees has done yeoman work insisting 
continued reviews this schedule effort bring 
industrial medical and surgical fees realistic level 
terms existing economic circumstances. 


11. Annual Session Meeting Places. The Council 1954 
established policy holding two successive annual meet- 
ings the Los Angeles area and the third the San 
Francisco area. This schedule would have put the 1958 meet- 
ing San Francisco. When was pointed out that the 
1958 Annual Session the American Medical Association 
was scheduled for San Francisco early June, the Council 
voted reverse the 1958 and 1959 meetings, that the 
1958 Annual Session will held Los Angeles and the 
1959 meeting San Francisco. 


12. Public Relations. The Council has continued review 
the activities the public relations department and the 
Committee Public Relations. One the chief activities 
the past year was the approval the which 
now being sent monthly all members. The Council also 
approved policy under which all releases the press 
the public which might have public relations connotations 
should reviewed the Committee Public Relations 
prior release, 


13. Disability Insurance. During 1956 the Council was 
faced with the necessity considering alternative forms 
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the disability insurance contract which was first offered 
members The seven-year sickness disability bene- 
fits provided under the original contract proved im- 
practicable existing premium rates and the 
approved the reduction this period three years. also 
approved new premiums based age groups, not only 
means having each age group pay its own way under 
this program but also means making the contract 
more available the new and younger members the 
Association. When realized that hundreds new mem- 
bers enter the C.M.A. each year and that their number 
must considered maintaining minimum percentage 
participation, these revisions assume great importance. The 
seven-year sickness benefit provisions have been retained 
for those qualifying members who wish meet the increased 
premium. 


14. Medical School Deans. The Council has issued invi- 
tations the deans the five medical schools California 
attend Council meetings. pleasing note that 
representatives several the schools have been present 
the meetings and have participated when subjects 
mutual interest were under discussion. 


15. Intravenous Injections Nurses. During 1956 the 
Council approved statement which was jointly prepared 
representatives the Association, the California Hospital 
Association and the California State Nurses’ Association 
the subject the starting intravenous injections 
registered nurses. This had been controversial item for 
some time because legal implications, and the new agree- 
ment, which represents customs considered legally 
sound, should clarify this matter. Under the agreement, 
registered nurses who have had adequate training ad- 
ministering intravenous injections will permitted start 
and supervise such injections the orders physician. 
Where such orders are given orally, expected that they 
will reduced writing soon possible. 


16. Litigation. The Council was pleased during the year 
learn the satisfactory completion litigation one 
county medical society where legal questions had been 
raised over the inability some membership applicants 
secure favorable vote their applications. The Association 
had taken active interest this litigation because the 
community interest between all county societies. 


17. Professional Liability Insurance. The Council has 
been kept advised during the year progress made 
studies instituted the Medical Review and Advisory Board 
relative the causes underlying court actions claiming 
liability. The Council approved distribution pamphlet 
all members, which some the basic considerations 
were discussed. Additional material this field will doubt- 
less forthcoming future months, subject review 
the Council and public relations officers prior its 
release. The Council believes the studies far undertaken 
will have healthful effect decreasing professional lia- 
bility claims and costs. 


18. State Department Public Health. The Director 
the California State Department Public Health has con- 
tinued attend Council meetings and keep the Council 
advised matters common interest the field public 
health. During 1956 one the major items has concerned 
the distribution and use poliomyelitis vaccine and the 
Council has voted support program planned for early 
1957 for the vaccination all Californians under age 40. 
Details this program are left local determination 
between health authorities and medical organizations and 
the Council hopes that adequate arrangements will made 
all counties for successful campaign immunize the 
great bulk potential polio victims. 
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19. California Physicians’ Service. The Council has wel- 
comed the continuing reports officers California 
Physicians’ Service and has been pleased note the healthy 
growth both physician and subscriber membership. The 
affairs C.P.S. are obviously good condition and its 
service the public appears unquestioned. fortunate 
that organization the caliber C.P.S. was available 
for launching the “Medicare” program and providing the 
fiscal services needed for such large undertaking. The 
Council looks forward with confidence further enhance- 
ment the public service C.P.S. 


20. Legislation. The Council kept advised all legis- 
lative activities the Committee Legislation and believes 
this function being handled most effectively this time. 
Legislative reports will forthcoming from time time 
during the 1957 general legislative session, and the members 
will advised important developments. The Council 
wishes express its appreciation the tireless efforts 
the Public Health League California ably cooper- 
ating all legislative matters. 


21. Conclusion. The items listed above comprise the major 
topics considered the Council during 1956, Additional 
items are found the minutes Council meetings, 
which are regularly published the journal. 

Should further matters deemed subject report prior 
the meeting the House Delegates, supplementary 
report will made before that body.

CANCER COMMISSION 


the President and the House Delegates: 


This report covers the activities the Cancer Commis- 
sion for the year 1956-57. The commission pleased re- 
port that progress has been made pursuing the objectives 
the previous year, developing certain new projects, and 
planning for the future. 

The problem cancer quackery remains continuing 
interest the commission and also continuing threat 
the cancer control program California. 

The Cancer Commission and others have realized for 
some time that more effective legislation needed com- 
bat cancer quackery California. this end, through the 
commission’s efforts, the American Cancer Society, California 
Division, has joined with the California Medical Association, 
the California Osteopathic Association, the State Department 
Public Health, and others, bring about the introduction 
anti cancer-quack legislation into the current session 
the legislature. This legislation has received support from 
many lay organizations, including the major newspapers 
the state, well several radio and television broadcasting 
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organizations. The project was undertaken with the approval 
the Council. 

the opinion the Cancer Commission that this 
legislation can passed and activated, will great 
deal curb the threat cancer quackery California. 

During the year the brochure entitled “Unconventional 
Cancer Treatment Methods” was prepared the commis- 
sion and distributed the members the California Med- 
ical Association. The brochure outlines the more common 
unconventional treatment methods currently employed 
the state. The publication has been well received the 
physicians California, and have had requests from 
physicians other parts the country for copies this 
brochure. 

The commission continues receive national recognition 
for its work the field cancer quackery. have had 
several requests from other state medical associations con- 
cerning the organization and functions the Cancer Com- 
mission, with particular reference combating the menace 
cancer quackery. 

Doctors Henry Garland, David Wood, and John 
Cline continue members the American Cancer So- 
ciety’s committee which engaged effort solve the 
problem cancer quackery the national level. Doctor 
Garland serves chairman the Committee Diagnosis 
and Therapy the National Research Council, which ac- 
tively participates this field. 

Doctor Garland has presented two addresses before med- 
ical groups the subject cancer quackery, which have 
received national recognition. The American Cancer Society 
contemplating publishing Doctor Garland’s paper 
order that may given wider distribution. hope that 
this publication will forthcoming the near future. 

The county medical societies continue demonstrate 
interest this field, and have been cooperative pub- 
lishing material furnished them the commission. 

The Alameda-Contra Costa County Medical Association 
has recently established committee deal with this prob- 
lem, and very close working liaison has been established 
between the committee and the Cancer Commission. 
recommended that other county medical societies follow 
similar pattern the effort control cancer quackery 
their counties. 

The commission will continue its efforts keep the mem- 
bers the Association informed developments the 
quackery field. convinced that the practicing physician 
can best cope with the problems involved ade- 
quately informed. Likewise, the commission requests the 
members the California Medical Association furnish 
with information concerning the activities those employ- 
ing unconventional methods therapy their communi- 
ties. 

The Medical Director appeared panel the Third 
Annual Conference Rural Health, which time had 
opportunity discuss cancer quackery. this meeting 
not only physicians who were attendance but number 
farm people expressed vital interest the matter. The 
Medical Director cooperating with the California 
sion the American Cancer Society its program in- 
forming the public concerning cancer quackery. brochure 
has been developed the Division for distribution the 
public. This brochure has been given wide distribution 
and should helpful the over-all program combating 
this serious menace. 

Other activities the Cancer Commission may sum- 
marized follows: 


Consultative Tumor Boards continue impor- 
tant part the work the Cancer Commission. Approxi- 
mately sixty-five Tumor Boards are operating regularly 
throughout the state. The Medical Director makes periodic 


visits these boards and assists them their administra- 
tive problems whenever possible. Several hospitals have in- 
dicated their desire establish new tumor boards, and the 
Medical Director has assisted them formulating the nec- 
essary administrative details. 

The California Division, through its branches, provides 
financial support approved Tumor Boards the form 
secretarial assistance and consumable supplies. The com- 
mission believes that this support worthwhile expendi- 
ture funds and that several boards would not able 
continue operation without this generous support. 

During the year the Cancer Commission had the privi- 
lege meeting with the Cancer Committee the Ameri- 
can College Surgeons. this meeting mutual problems 
the two organizations were thoroughly discussed. our 
feeling that this meeting was most constructive and accom- 
plished great deal. 


the field professional education the Cancer Com- 
mission remains active, total seventeen cancer confer- 
ences were held local county medical societies during 
the year, with attendance about 1,130 physicians, 
which represents approximately per cent the total 
membership the county societies which conferences 
were provided. 

The cost these conferences was about $2,310.00 and 
was shared the Cancer Commission and the California 
Division the American Cancer Society. There appears 
increased interest the part county medical soci- 
eties for this type program and hoped that the 
coming year more conferences can held. 

The Tumor Tissue Registry the Cancer Commission 
continues potent professional program. Successful 
Pre-Convention and Mid-Winter Tumor Tissue Slide Con- 
ferences were held and were well attended the patholo- 
gists the state. The Pre-Convention Radiology Conference 
was success and attracted large number radiologists. 


The Medical Director has assisted planning these con- 
ferences. Two professional publications the American 
Cancer Society known the “Monograph Series” and “CA: 
Bulletin Cancer Progress” are distributed the phy- 
sicians the state. The cost this distribution shared 
the commission and the California Division. Any mem- 
ber who not now receiving these publications and desires 
receive them, may have his name included the mailing 
list contacting the Medical Director the Cancer Com- 
mission. 


exhibit entitled “Care the Patient with Advanced 
Cancer” was prepared and shown the annual meeting 
the California Medical Association Los Angeles. bro- 
chure the same subject was prepared and used con- 
junction with the exhibit. Several hundred copies were dis- 
tributed and since that time the article has been printed 
Vol. 85, No. October 1956, page 
267 page 274. Fifteen hundred reprints this article 
were obtained the Michigan Medical Association for dis- 
tribution its members.

This was due the fact that new banks were estab- 
lished contemplated during the year. 

The committee was relieved responsibility the Cen- 
tral California-Valley Blood Bank situation that the 
Council the C.M.A. with its legal advisor took over 
entirely the negotiations that resulted the purchase 
the Valley Blood Bank Central California. 


Meetings: The fourth annual meeting the California 
Blood Bank System was held San Diego February and 
25, 1956. excellent scientific program included the fol- 
lowing:

blood banks sponsored the C.M:A. (1) should non- 
profit corporations approved their local medical society, 
(2) should conform existing requirements for the proc- 
essing blood, (3) should submit financial history and 
yearly audit for approval the committee, and (4) 
should submit periodic survey the Com- 
mittee Blood Banks determine the efficiency their 
blood service and such other matters pertinent the ad- 
ministrative and technical operation their blood bank. 

Although the banks recognized the importance the 
basic principles involved and were not opposed them, the 
majority were opposed the recommendations 
mitted being inconsistent with the autonomy the 
banks, several which are controlled lay boards di- 
rectors. was decided that committee should ap- 
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pointed study the problem and revised recommenda- 
tion sent the Council the C.M.A. 


meeting the C.M.A. Committee Blood Banks was 
held Los Angeles, April 28, 1956. this meeting was 
voted recommend the Council the C.M.A. that the 
Valley Blood Bank purchased Central California 
the only solution the difficult problem. 


special meeting the California Blood Bank System’s 
board directors was held San Francisco Novem- 
ber 1956. 


Pacific District Clearing House the American Associa- 
tion Blood Banks: the annual meeting the Cali- 
fornia Blood Bank System San Diego April 1956 the 
blood banks far east Wyoming were invited send 
representatives organizational meeting the Pacific 
District Clearing House. Banks represented were Belle 
Bonfils Denver and Service League Community Pueblo, 
Colorado; Southwest Blood Banks, Inc. Phoenix, Ari- 
zona; Washoe Medical Center Blood Bank Reno; Ta- 
coma-Pierce County Blood Bank Tacoma, Washington, 
and King County Blood Bank Seattle. The Honolulu 
Blood Bank wired its approval and desire participate.

Problems that have and are developing such payments 
for blood insurance companies welfare funds and 
Veteran Administration contracts are causing 
some banks change their policies and others give seri- 
ous thought changes. Based their past records the 
conviction this committee that each bank will solve its 
problems and will continue give the best possible service 
its community the lowest possible cost.

losis associations, and the standing members your com- 
mittee.

This 
quested the C.M.A. file petition with the Industrial 
Accident Commission requesting increase the basic 
fee paid for medical services and also clarify cer- 
tain areas irritation which have existed since the last fee 
schedule was published and made effective October 1954. 
Such petition has been filed. The Subcommittee repre- 
senting the C.M.A. the negotiations with the Industrial 
Accident Commission. Public hearings Los Angeles and 
San Francisco have already been held. The Subcommittee 
doing everything its power accomplish upward 
revision the basic fees paid for medical services under 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act.

Committee Indigent Care 


During the past year, the committee has undertaken, 
through Stanford Medical School, statistical study the 
costs one California county providing medical and 
hospital care the indigent and welfare population. 

The basic thesis for this study the assumption that 
county governments are spending far more money medi- 
cal care and the county hospital than they realize. the 
true costs could discovered, the amount would stag- 
gering. 


the committee’s belief that once method for deter- 
mining true costs can developed, that ways saving 
county money can developed. Through C.P.S., pos- 
sible, believe, develop outpatient program, featur- 
ing ambulatory care, home and office care cost which 
will offset the savings made cost the county 
operating its hospital.

Committee Problems the Aged 


California’s aged population continues grow ac- 
celerated pace. The medical profession aware the 
need devise some method which these senior citizens 
can receive medical care with ease and without relying 
county charity care. the hope this committee that 
greater awareness the need for some type program 
for these people will add stimulus the extension med- 
ical care insurance and pension plans which provide for 
the payment premiums after the age retirement. 

The elder citizens need not only readily accessible medi- 
cal care outside the bounds the county hospital, but also 
companionship, and acceptance the community useful 
citizens. not believe that medically sound 
force retirement upon someone merely because that person 
has reached the age 65. Many persons can continue 
perform useful functions long after that age. 

State and federal governments have taken increasing 
interest the aging population. Commercial insurance 
companies and Blue Shield plans are conducting experi- 
ments extending the age limits medical care insurance 
coverage. fact, people over the age limits used barred 
from membership many Blue Shield plans. Now, two- 
thirds the plans have age limits for new group sub- 
scribers and seven plans accept individual enrollments 
any age. 

After meeting with the A.M.A. committee the Interim 
Meeting Seattle last November, the impression gained 
from all the discussion that the principal concern 
providing means for the care the older people which 
would not offend their esthetic and economic sense in- 
dependence; but the discussion ways and means and 
the great importance economic plan and program for 
attaining modicum independence the retired old- 
sters was very limited, and conclusions were arrived at. 

was decided that further meetings national level 
were necessary before any conclusions were likely 
reached. 

Several discussions with underwriters our large insur- 
ance companies revealed that they are greatly interested 
this problem, and some have formulated rather comprehen- 
sive plans which they may advance soon. hoped 
that private industry determines the direction which will 
maintain trend with the accent the individual respon- 
sibility for care retired people their twilight years. 

With the passage P.L. 880 and the work being done 
other committees the commission, hope that pro- 
gram for California the offing.

The commission herewith forwards and endorses reports 
the constituent committees presented below. 
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Committee Health and Accident Insurance 


The committee, consisting Ivan Heron and Eric 
Reynolds, met regularly throughout the year. 

the annual meeting the California Medical Associa- 
tion, the Lumberman’s Mutual Casualty Company informed 
the Insurance Committee and the Council the California 
Medical Association that they could longer continue the 
seven-year program because the high loss ratio unless 
the premium was substantially raised. They felt they should 
given opportunity bring other plans because 
the losses sustained the initial three years operation. 
The Council approved such action and for that reason 
open bidding for other programs occurred. The Lumber- 
man’s Mutual submitted the Insurance Committee, the 
Executive Committee and the Council, seven different plans 
for their consideration. 

There was special meeting the committee with the 
Executive Committee the 4th June, 1956, San 
Francisco, which time tried develop the program 
most likely satisfy the needs our organization. 
were unable accomplish the time and for that reason 
another meeting was held the 25th June, which 
time there was approved three-year sickness disability 
plan. The three-year plan answered the complaints the 
doctors under forty, who stated they could not afford the 
seven-year plan and also answered part the complaint 
doctors above age sixty who did wish have more than 
two years medical disability insurance. This final three- 
year plan was approved the Council and the Executive 
Committee the and this Insurance Committee 
July 28, 1956, the meeting the Council Los Angeles. 

After became known that the California Medical Asso- 
ciation had adopted the three-year plan and was planning 
drop the seven-year plan completely, there developed con- 
siderable criticism because doctors felt those who had taken 
the seven-year plan wished continue even though 
premium raise was necessary. After much negotiation in- 
volving two three months, the committee approved the 
continuance the seven-year plan higher premium 
rate. This gave the California Medical Association two 
plans: (1) Covering three years for medical disability, and 
(2) covering seven years for disability. would appear that 
the California Medical Association has again taken leader- 
ship Health and Accident Insurance because states like 
Texas, Massachusetts, and others have only the three-year 
plan. Many national organizations are dropping the long- 
term medical coverage plans two-year plan above age 
sixty. would seem the California Medical Association 
rather fortunate able offer the doctors 
California the plans developed during the past year. 

The committee the opinion that independent consul- 
tation and advice desirable during the next year for 
careful analysis our present insurance plan and other 
bids which may presented our committee. recom- 
mended that funds for such consultation made available 
for the coming year 1957-58. 

wish thank the members committee for the 
tolerant indulgence the many problems arising during 
the past year. They have been invaluable and without them 
would have been most difficult.

Statistical analysis this 
information will made and reported each year. Such 
analyses will yield increasingly useful and reliable infor- 
mation the major sources the growing malpractice 
problem. 

major research project the human relations aspects 
the malpractice problem being conducted under the 
direction the board. 


Advisory: 


The prevention malpractice and unwarranted claims 
and suits: The board has distributed outline mal- 
practice educational program, which summarizes its work 
and recommendations this area date, Further recom- 
mendations for prevention have been made and are being 
considered. 

The correct handling claims and suits The board has 
distributed detailed “how-to-do-it” paper this subject 
officers county medical societies and chairmen 
their committees which deal with the malpractice problem. 
Individual assistance has been given county societies 
upon request. Several the county societies are now doing 
intelligent and effective work claims handling. 

Adequate professional iiability insurance: The chairman, 
legal counsel and executive secretary the board have 
done great deal work, the request county soci- 
eties, achieve this objective some counties and con- 
tinue the availability adequate insurance others. 

Two conferences featuring intensive instruction the 
above objectives were held—one Los Angeles and one 
San Francisco. Two hundred thirty officers and members 
county society committees dealing with malpractice 
tended these full-day conferences and discussed their prob- 
lems with leading experts the field.

The plans and equipment for radiological defense are the 
best any the United States. 

Natural disasters which have occurred this state and 
other parts the country have helped reveal weakness 
the civil defense programs. Steps have been taken correct 
such deficiencies. 

The MEND program being expanded incorporate 
military and disaster medicine into the medical school cur- 
ricula. This important contribution civil defense. 

The training program for first aid workers, nurses dis- 
aster nursing, and others, furthering medical civil de- 
fense, continue active. 

Attempts are being made obtain additional mobile 
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army surgical hospitals. This type unit can serve 
emergency hospital resupply existing permanent 
temporary hospitals. Their locations have been carefully 
planned that they will available after attack. 

During 1957-1958 this committee hopes further develop 
its plans for mutual aid between the regions and states, 
continue the development plans and procedures for han- 
dling atomic, biological and chemical warfare casualties, 
develop the procurement and supply program for actual op- 
erations, continue investigation into the handling mass 
care centers, evacuation and dispersion problems, and 
keep things flexible that plans can rapidly changed 
conform with changes they develop civil defense. 

survey civil defense preparedness the county med- 
ical associations the California Medical Association will 
made early 1957. hoped that meeting can 
held 1957 with the members the disaster and civil 
defense committees the county medical groups. 

The Southern California Advisory Committee Selective 
Service has reviewed the files all priority and classi- 
fied class other than 1-A, available for military service, 
making sure that these priority men were adequately con- 
sidered before expiration the “Doctor’s Draft” legislation 
June 30, 1957. The files registrants who had been called 
for induction six months three years ago and whose 
induction was postponed pending commissioning 
branch the armed forces, were reviewed. was discov- 
ered that several these men were denied commissions for 
various reasons and actually were not available for service. 


_Those registrants who were rejected the induction sta- 


tion for administrative reasons and classified have 
also been reviewed and reconsidered where the reason for 
rejection had been removed. There has been difficulty 
meeting calls for physicians although number men have 
had their first year residencies interrupted. 

The local advisory committees appointed the county 
medical societies have continued honest, conscien- 
tious job. The expiration the Special Doctor’s Draft legis- 
lation June 30, 1957 will leave provisions for the Advis- 
ory Committees Selective Service and the armed forces. 
strongly recommended that the national, state and 
county committee structures remain intact provide advice 
and guidance selective service the induction physi- 
cians, dentists and veterinarians under the future amended 
regular draft legislation and ready operate 
emergency. Organized medicine’s active support the 
armed forces career program, including senior medical stu- 
dents commissioning, residents commissioning and defer- 
ment, and the internship and residency programs, rec- 
ommended.
